WOUNDED FRENCH SOLDIERS. 


Bow They Would Bo Cared for In COM 


of \Var. 


(Special Correspondence.] 


PARIS, Mny 9 —Of late years there have 


been so many innovations In the equipment 
of armies that the old methods in vogue dur- 
ing the American dvil war would now seem 
crude and old fashioned. Any advance in 
the methods of taking care of the sick and 
wounded, in this merciful age, must natur- 
ally excite a greater interest than a perfection 
of arms with which to produce slaughter. 


COOK'S OAR, BANITAKY TRAIN. 


1 have recently made some investigation 


of the French system of sanitary trains, for 
use only in time of actual war, of course, but 
cept in readiness at all times. It is a well 
mown fact that those who die in war from 
disease are far more numerous than those' 
rho die from the bullet, and perhaps SO per 


cent, of every regiment in active service is 
on the sick list. In the American war of 


L861-05 the ordinary ambulance was all the 
transportation prepared, especially for the 
sick. When placed on railroad trains the 
ick and wounded were accommodated only 
as ordinary passengers. 


All this is now changed—everywhere but 


n America. Trains in the French service, 
and indeed most foreign countries, are fitted 
up especially for the sick. A wounded sol- 
dier of Franco, in case of war, need now 
lave to endure the agony of being carried in 
an ambulance over rough roads only Just far 
enough'to get him to the railroad. He is 
>laced in a berth on a car, which moves over 
mooth rails, with a surgeon in attendance, 
and proper food is given him. 


In the cooking car there is a stove, with 


>otler for hot water, ovens and general eook- 
ng utensils. The uniform for cooks is white 
rouser3 and blue blouses, both of linen. 
There is a cupboard and a coffee mill fast- 
ened to the wall The water is let in from 
;he outside by a pipe for the purpose, and 
;here is a dram for conveying off the waste. 
There is, besides the hospital and cooking 
cars, a dispensai y car attached to each san- 
tary train, and everything that humanity 
con suggest or science devise to lessen tha 
sufferings of the wounded men is provided. 


One of tho causes of disease in the army is 


that the soldier is so often obliged to sleep 
without shelter. The name of bivouao has a 
fine military sound, but it is to be dreaded 
more than any of war's terrors. The soldier, 
after having marched or fought all day, or 
>oth, having no tent, is obliged to hover 
around a camp (lie—if there is fuel—and if it 
•ains, must be in a continued state of wet-

ting and drying. 
Nothing will produce 


disease so quick as that, and it is apparent 
;hat he who shall produce such inventions as 
will enable soldiers to avoid the sudden 
changes of tho bivouac will confer upon hu- 
manity almost as great a boon as the in- 
ventor of the sanitary train.

A Test for Saccharin. 


Dr. L. D Kastenbme tells in Science News 


how saccharin con be detected. All that is 
necessorj is to treat the sugar with about 
three times its volume of ether in a closed 
vessel for twel vo hours, with frequent agita- 
tions. Tbe ethereal solution is drawn off and 
evaporated, and tho residue carefully ignited 
in a crucible with carbonate and nitrate of 
sodium, whereby the saccharin will be con- 
verted into sulphate ot sodium, and can bo 
estimated as bornini sulphate. Care must be 
used 1» Igniting, as explosions occur from too 
intense heat

two Ballots Taken on the Election ol 
Bishops. 


NBW YOKK, May 23 —For the first time 


since the Twentieth General Methodist 
Conference began, every seat in the vast 
auditorium of the Metropolitan Opera- 
house was filled yesterday, when Bishop 
Mallalieu opened the session. The ques- 
tion of selecting a second Bishop of India 
came up immediately after the reading ot 
the journal. Dr. Flood made an earnest 
appeal for such a bishopric. l>r. Lana- 
han opposed it and "marveled at the sud- 
den conversion of some of the brethren". 
He believed in sudden conversions, but 
held that conviction must precede it. He 
could not understand how it was possible 
that the brethren who in one breath op- 
posed such an appointment could in the 
next turn around and advocate it. The 
result of Dr. Lanahau's opposition was 
that the matter was temporarily laid ou 
the table. 
General Kiske then moved to hold a 


special session of the 
conference on 


Thursday evening for the pui-puse of con- 
sidering the report of the committee on 
temperance aud prohibition, which was 
passed. 
Bishop Bowman then prayed, 


especially in reference to the order of the 
day, 
after which the election of Bishops 


began. Four sections of tellers, consist- 
ing of three each aud one at largo, were 
announced by Bishop Andrews, and took 
their places iu the aisle i. Before the 
actual voting began, much time was 
taken up m settling the question as to 
whether ballots containing less than the 
required number of names should be 
counted or throwa out. After much Dis- 
cussion it was decided to count them, 
and the voting began in earnest. 


The total number of votes cast on the 


first ballot was 447. The number neces- 
sary for a choice was 203. The votes cast 
for the leading candidates were as fol- 
lows: Dr. J. H. Vincent, 2t."i; Dr. James 
N. Fitzgerald, 195; Dr. J. A. Goodsell, lf>S; 
Dr. J. P. Newman, 13(1; Dr. J. W. Joyce, 
140; Dr. Payne, 130; Urs. James M.King 
and Earl Cranston, 12M each; Dr. Kynett, 
111); H. A. Butts, 11.1. There were twenty 
candidates who received less than one 
hundred votes, aud over fifty who received 
but one vote each.

1'rovious to the passuare of the law, the 


voluntary emancipation movement had 
takou firm root iu tho provinces of Rio De 
Janeiro and Minus Goraes.

The giouncls ol the veto uro tnat such 
allowances lire fixed by the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, and that In this oiisc. two applications for 
additional allowance hul boon declined; taut 
the expense wus therefore incurred at the post- 
master's own rlelc, and the p.issilRe of special 
acts In s'ich cases would have a dangerous 
tendency to cncouruRe postmasters to substi- 
tute their own Judgment for that of the Depart- 
ment, and to relax wholesome discipline; that 
the lime allowed by the Constitution for the 
approval of bills expired in this case on tie 19th 
instant; that the Senato adjourned from May

uleofthe products of convict labor to tue 
State In which they are produced. Mr. O'Neill 
Bald the measure was the result of a visit to 
Washington of manufacturers from New York, 
Brooklyn, Jersey City, Philadelphia and other 
cities who appeared before the committee, de- 
claring that absolute ruin would result to them 
from competition of convict labor; that meaen 
case where such labor attacked aa Industry, 
lower rotes of wages to employes followed. 
•Labor organizations throughout the country, 
he said, had urged upon the committee the 
necessity for the passage of the bill. The tariff 
question sank Into Insignificance when it was 
realized that there was a cancer at home eat- 
ing the heart out of every trade and Industry. 


Mr. Plumb (III.) opposed the bill on consti- 


tutional grounds. He said it interfered with 
Inter-State commerce, nnd that proper I"""""' 
gationof the subject had not been made. The 
committee had based its action upon petitloni 
of manufacturers who in many cases sold In 
this country the product of English prisons. 
He contended that prison labor was necessary 
for the reformation of convicts. 


Mr. Rogers argued that Congress had not th« 


power to lay an embargo and pass a law T»hloh 
provided 
for non-Intercourse between the 


States of the Union. 


Mr. Butterwortn said this was not the nrst 


time when, in the namo of labor, labor had 
been outraged upon this floor. The highest in- 
terest of the House was to promote the well- 
being of all, and the man who intimated that 
any ono on this floor was unfriendly to labor 
was a dunce, a knave or an unabridged ass. 
The main backers of the bill were not the 11- 
boring men. This was tho llrst time that he

In answer to Mr. O'Neill as to what lubor tho 


gentleman hart bought to support in his "tariff 
upeech", Mr Butterworth said that he was try-

He was not attempting to tux laborers

THE FIGHT. 


The contest opened immediately after 


the organization with a test vote, which 
IB given above, and from that time on it 
was a game of freeze out and expectancy, 
each candidate and his fiiends hoping for 
a break that would settle the matter. The 
Decatnr delegates lost no opportunity to 
capture votes for Mr. Vail and pressed 
his claims persistently. The Vermilion, 
Piatt and Moultrie delegates sat together 
and as they were called last they could 
throw the deciding votes as they pleased, 
giving Dyas 32 at one time, Vail 35, 
Bookwalter 28, Minor 30 and Huston 29, 
and so it went, the ballots being distrib- 
uted about among the several candidates 
without giving any one the coveted 36 
votes. Piatt clung to Huston, but would 
have gone to Bookwalter if he could have 
been nominated. This delegation was 
unfriendly to Vail because of the griev- 
ance assumed (and there was no cause 
for it) as growing out of the division of 
honors at the late congressional conven- 
tion. Bookwalter held his county with 
an iron grip, although the delegation 
wanted to come to Vail. Bookwa'ter got 
just enough votes to keep him in the 
race, as did also Huston and Dyas, but 
along toward the end of the struggle 
Bookwalter saw that there wns no chance 
for him and he withdrew his order, the 
delegation going solidly for Vail, and 
putting an end to the struggle. At no 
time did Dyas have any show of getting 
the Vermilion vote. That county was 
against him because Judge Hughes, who 
is on the bench, resides in the Dyas end 
of the district, and though Dyas proposed 
that he would remove to Danville, he 
failed to capture the votes. During the 
afternoon 8 votes from Champaign and 5 
from Douglas were cast for Hon. Charles 
Eckert, ot Tuscola. He got those votes 
three times, but ha put a stop to the 
threatened break m has favor by inform- 
ing the delegates that he was not a can- 
didate and that they should vote as they 
were instructed. To vary the monotony 
at times Clark county cast her six votes 
for Crea, Johns and Clark, but these 
gentlemen were not candidates in any 
sense, 


It was a foregone conclusion that Dyas, 


who was Mr. Vail's strongest opponent, 
could not be nominated, and it was only 
a question of how long Vuil's friends 
would stick to him. They were there to 
stay, which fact eventually dawned upon 
Mr. Bookwalter and Mr. Huston. It was 
10 o'clock at night when the last and 
deciding ballot was taken, when with en- 
thusiasm the nomination of Mr. Vail was 
made unanimous. His many faithful 
friends gathered about him and extended 
personal congratulations on his success. 


THE NOBHNEE. 


Edward P. Vail, who will be the suc- 


cessor of Judge Wilkin on the bench of 
the fourth judicial circuit, and assist 
Judges Smith and Hughes in dispensing 
justice, is 39 years of age. He was born 
in Schuyler county, 111. He secured his 
education in the common schools and at 
Illinois College at Jacksonville, HI. He 
was admitted to the bar in 1870, and be- 
gan the practice of his profession at 
Bushville, the county seat of Schuyler 
county, where he remained until Novem- 
ber, 1877, when he removed to Decatur 
where he has since resided. He is a man 
of family, having an accomplished wife 
and three interesting children. Mr. Vail 
went into the army when he was but 15 
years of age and served one year in the 
18th Regiment Illinois Infantry. He is 
a member of Dunham Post, 141, G. A. K., 
and is past master of Macon Lodge of 
Masons. After June 4th we shall address 
him as Judge Vail, and he will reside in 
Decatur. Mr. Vail is a member of the 
law firm of Outten & Vail, and has served 
the county aa state's attorney since 1884.

DEAK RKPUIILICAN —I luive often thought 


since ne cume to FlondiV that I would write a

I will now tiy and 


ilescubo to you our lint trip to Ureeu Cove 
Springs, which li situated thirty miles up the 
St. Johns liver, a two-hours ride 1 10111 here. We 
went wilh a Sunday school picnic excuision, on 
the steamei "Kate Spencer." Alter we left the 
landing, we walked along St. David's Path, 
which winds along by the side of the river, 
through the yai d of a pretty little Gothic chm ch, 
and passing through Bustle Gates leads to Little 
Marian Boiugeu's Paik, who Is a little crippled 
gill Tho tiees in this park aie water oaks and 
magnolias, the v ater oaks coveted with moss 
and the magnolias In bloom. But the prettiest 
part about it aie the seats. Tliey ar3 made of 
tlie trunks and limbs of large trees. There are 
rustic rocking chairs, iu which four or live chil- 
dren in older to make them rock have to sit at 
once. They are very large and heavy, but also 
very pretty. The fence Inclosing the park is 
'made of the trunks of great tiees, laid on stumps. 
Above the gate are the following words 


"Please enjoy, but not destroy, 
Little Marian Bourgon's Park." 


In the afternoon we went to the springs. They 


are natural sulphur springs, and are in one place 
about eighteen feet deep. The water is so clear 
that the bottom can be easily seen. Gieen Cove 
is a veiy neat, clean little place. The streets are 
all covered with sawdust, and at almost every 
block there is a bairel painted in blight colois, 
with a verse something like the following above 
it— "Of all the Floiida towns I know, 
Where tourists and strangers always go, 
(rreen Cove Spi ings will take the lead, 
If in my mouth the trash you feed. 
—Empty Barrel." 


At Green Cove we visited a most beautiful 


private garden, in which weru fruits, (lowers and 
vegetables of almost every variety, from a cen- 
tury plant down to a Dunch of red clover, the 
lattei of whicii Is rare here, but which reminded 
us very much of Illinois. When on our way 
home the boat stopped at Magnolia, a small 
winter resort, about two miles this side of Green 
Cove, where there is an elegant hotel. We have 
also visited Pablo Beach several times, which is 
a lovely summer resort on the Atlantic coast. 
Well, as my letter is long enough, I will close foi 
this time, with much love to my Decatur fiiends, 
and many kind regards to the REPUBLICAN.
